Members of 
the cabinet when (lucstioned as to tho 
imrpo.'iL' of tliL' niectint; said it was ciilled 
to discuss tho Konurnl Kiluiitioii in Saii- 
tiiiKo. .Sovernl eablogranis bad been re- 
ceived from Oeuerol Milda lOid Gederal 
Sliafter and -while thoy ivore hot at al) 
alarming tlicy showed tho situation i.iii- 
satisfaotory. Itaiu has ainust iiicossiuit- 
ly fullea during the last several day.s, 
making the conditioo of the American 
forces oifremely unpldnsnift' and "nddinK 
inntorially to the distress of tho 8ick 
and wounded. 

Some suspected cases of yellow fever 
have appeared among our .trpopa, .'.but 
thoy have been promptly isolated and it 
is not thought that there is any great 
danger of the di.sease spreadiii;,'. Il is 
boliovod that yellow fever also prevails 
to a sliglit- extent in the city of San- 
tiago.; "Tjqaerihese circuiristjinces tho 
President RBlied. for a conference with tlie 
members , of ; his, cabinet and the war 
board \\itli a view, to reaching some con- 
clusion as- to what should be done. 

General Miles in a. telegram stated that 
the Spaniards have several times sent 
ill Hags of truce asking for rocousidoni- 
tion of tlieii- terms for cai>itnIation, but 
so far have refused to consider uncondi- 
tional surrender, wliicli had been de- 
manded by <;eneriil Shaftor. It is known 
that the l'resi<lent and his advisers liiivo 
about coino to the conclusion that tho 
enemy liiis n<.' intention of acceding to 
tlio terms ofl'ered, lUid tliat tbe re]n-a(cd 
hoisting of tlie Hag of truce is done with 
the .single i)in-i)ose of delaying a doci.sive 
engagemoiit. 

It is believed that at to-day's confer- 
once , ia was fully decided that orders 
should be sent to tleneral I\lilos and 
General Shaftor to inuke u general as- 
sault upon, tho enemy's forts as soon as 
tho weather permitted. It is well un- 
derstood that this assault must iioces- 
sarily cost mt^K;lij'^,jiui(i<it seems equal- 
ly c(:>rtarn."mf^C*f|ep''the men much 
longer in the trenches under present 
weather conditions .would be almoS|t as 
disastrous to the Americans as n general 
engagement. It Is belidved also that 
unless there is very material improve- 
ment at in the present climatic condi- 
tions the fall of Santiago and the sur- 
render of the Spanish army there will 
close the campaign against Cuba until 
tbe rainy season shall have passed. 

"Wliether this will involve the return 
of the army to the United States is not 
known, but the presumption is that with 
the fall of .Santiago tbe army will be 
re-end)arked on transports ami sent to 
the I'nitcii States, where the troops will 
n-nrain until October or even later before 
making a general movement upon I'orto 
liico and Ilaraua. 

Ill the meantime the llcets will inuin- 
tnin a strong blockade of all Cuban ports 
and thus render their oecupitions uuich 
easier than now. It is thought that this

FBVKU KIM.XGS A ClilSIS. 

Better That American Soldiers Should 
Fall in Battle 'I'han Rot, in 
Trenches. 

Washington, July iS.— While the ex- 
pected fall of Santiago did not tiike place 
to-day, it is exiiecfed that a crisis has 
boon reached. "NVithlng the iie-^Lt twenty 
four hours SaUtiago either will surren- 
der or receive a baiitism of lire siicli as 
seldom fulls to the lot of :i besieged 
town. "If he refuses, I will open on 
him at uooii to-nionow with every gun 
i have, and I have llie assistance , Of the 
navy, who are to lioinbard the eity with 
l.'i-ineli sliells." 'J'hat is the progranuae 
laid down by (ienenil Shafter and it is 
to be carried (Uit to tlie letter. General 
Sluifti'r is still comnnuiding, according 
to the war department ollleial.s and al- 
tlioiigh de:^:>..tehes have been received 
from General IMikM signed "'IMiijor Gen- 
eral" he is said not to have displaced 
General Shafter in the direetiun of oper- 
ations. Tbe public, in one of these 
telegrams from General Miles, was giv- 
en lirst notice that the govenuncut in 
the course of negotiations witli (ieiieral 
Torral bad offered to send tlie Spanish 
forces in Santiago buck to Spain. A 
few days ago it was stated that the 
I'resident insisted ni>oii luiconditioiial 
surrender, but it appears that conditions 
have been modified. This was done 
froni a desire to. ayoid useless bloodshed, 
for General Torral's driiay; .removed to 
Spain would be harmless to preveat fur- 
ther oporationsJIg'sCiiba' ifiid would'ienrc 
iis good a puirpp'se as' Tiv^6uld''tlie ae^true- 
tion of the Spanish iirniy. To allow the 
Spanish genorni to withdraw to the in- 
terior and fall back on Havana, on the 
other hand, would put the Auiericaiis 
under the obligation of overcoming thai 
force when it conn' to the siege of Ha- 
vana. Tbe government also is moved to 
inake this proposal to renujve^tlie S))aii- 
ish forces to Spain tbrougli a strong 
desire to close the operations at Siiati- 
ago at the earliest iio.ssible moment. 

'This desire lias been materially 
strengthened by the appeai-ance of yel- 
low fever within tlie American lines." It 
was at lirst supposed tliut the men were 
falling ill with nuilaria and climatic 
fever, so the cases were reported as sim- 
ply sus|iicions. Xow, however, it is 
linally admitted tliat they were genuine 
cases. Their appearance has dotenuiaed 
the authorities upon a more active lu/jse- 
cutioii of the campaign. Orders either 
have or . soon will ibe forwarded to Gen- 
eral Shafter to^discites n,«r.^ore ,^vlth tlie 
Spanish^ cpmiriana'w/^biat''te' proceed 
assaiilf 'the town lia soon 'ob' the presept 
truce e.Kpires. It is, expected by Shaf- 
ter that the navy will co-operate, and 
while Secretary Long has received no 
direct advices on that point from Admiral 
Sain|)son he fully credits this expecta- 
tion. 

lielnctant as the war department is to 
sacrilice lives that might be lost in the 
assault it is resolved not to allow them 
to rot away with fevers and other dis- 
ease during tbe long period that would 
be recpiired to ))e;-feet the reduction of 
tlio city by steady iuvoistnient. An ex- 
pectation is still entertaineil, however, 
that this assault will he unneccssury 
through Torralcs surrendering before it 
begins. It was perhaps tlii! Mpreiid of 
tliis belief, caused by ib knowledge of the 
more energetic steps in iirospeet. that 
tended to remove largely the feeling of 
deiiressiou manifested at the opening of 
tlie day upon the cireulalioii of rumors 
of the appearance of yellow lever in 
American camps,/ . . 

llegarding the ' fat-nrc, 6£ '^nntiugo, 
nothing has been oflicially'j stated,., but 
it is significant .that orders' wei?e,' Issued 
from .the department this afternoon to 
prepare tlie lirst and second regiments 
of volunteer. immuncs for immediate de- 
parture for tho froutV This would sccni 
to indicate a purpose to garri.son San- 
tiago with these fever proof men after 
its capitulation thereby permitting the 
removal of tbe regular troop.s to more 
healthy iioinls. 

Turning to the Vnr East, it was re- 
freshing to receive to-day gooti news 
again from Dewey. The adnnnistration 
is very mueh pleased with the readiness 
shown li.v the Admiral in meeting the 
grave issue presented to liini at Sabii' 
Ibiy as ho did. Naval ollleers too were 
not a little gratilied at the speedy re- 
tirement of the (iernian cruiser Irene 
after tbe uppcaraiiee of the ]{aleigli and 
Concord. A coniparisun of the ships 
shows that the Irene was uiueli the su- 
perior to either of tho American vessels, 
and in tonnage was almost ns large us 
the Italeigh and Concord\t9getheif, li>oni 
this It.is Jiifer^e^ tli^t the* f ciirenient: of 
the Irene was from geheral ■policy rather 
than any indisposition ,toj try ..dbncliVslons 
with the American shlps^, ..'Jn ; olllcial 
circles there appears to he 'no disposi-: 
tion to look upon the action of the Irene 
as a menace which will require osplau- 
ation. It was thought nt first flint tiiis 
lirst (uitward show oC- force on the part 
of the Gorman ships might lead 1o an 
inijuiry by tho American government as 
to the puri)oses of Germany.. Thus far, 
however there is no disposition to make 
siu'li inijniry or iitlack serious import- 
ance to tho incident,

Italy Sends Four Warships to En- 
: force Payment of an Arbitra- 
tion Awara. 



Dfbt Evaded for Many Years But 
Custom House Noav Occupied 
for Settlement. 



AViishiiiKtoii, ."July 115. — I'lio state Oo- 
Iiartiuent has bwii notified that tho Ital- 
ian Kovornmcnt lias deteruiinLHl to udont 
force in seeuriiit? the payment by tlie 
llepublic of Colombia of tho arbitration 
award made by President Cleveland to 
truest Ccrruti, :iu Italiuu oitizeu,. uni- 
ountiag to $200,000. To this end t^ic 
Italian government has summarily closed 
diplomatic negotiations wiLli tlio Colom- 
bian minister at Itonie and has notiti<;d 
Admiral Cuiidinani to proceed with the 
Italian squadron to CartaKonu, Colom- 
bia, and there adopt forcible means to 
collect the amount. 

A despatch from Caracas, Venezuela, 
announces that tho Italian squadron un- 
der Admiral Cundinani left La Gun- 
ayora on Monday for Cartagena in order 
to seize the custom house there. The in- 
fonnation reaching tho state department 
is to tho effect that the Italian squadron 
will arrive at Cartagena on the 14th, to- 
morrow, and that it consists of four 
warships. 

lu view of tho serious possibilities in- 
volved in the case tho United States gov- 
ernment has sought to avert a crisis. 
On the request of the Colombian author- 
ities that tlie good offices of the United 
States be exercised, word was sent to 
the American charge d'affaires at Borne 
to make inquiry tn the status of the case. 
There appears to be no disposition on 
tlie part of the United States government 
to interfere iu siicb steps as Italy may 
take for the execution of the award 
made by this government. 

Tho Cerruti suit grows cut of tho po- 
litical agitation in Colombia iu 1SS5. At 
that time Cerruti was at the head of a 
large company doing business iu the state 
of Caucu, Colombia. During the rebel- 
lious period Cerruti was in'iprisoned by 
one of the political factions, his personal 
propertj' taken from him, and his busi- 
ness interests wiped out. The case was 
first submitted to Spain for arbitration, 
but the award was not considered sat- 
isfactory and final. Later the Italian 
government and that of Colombia agreed 
by protocol on February G, 1885, to sub- 
mit the entire question to the President 
of the United States. President Clove- 
land accepted the duty and after a 
lengthy consideration of the subject ren- 
dered his' award on. March 2, 1S97. 

Colombia declined to pay the amount 
of the award on the ground that that the 
President's decision was lacking in final- 
ity and left several questions open to 
doubt. It was finally arranged that both 
government should make inquiries as to 
the meaning of certain features of the 
award. The inquiries were submitted to 
the govcrnmeut, but it led to no re-open- 
ing of the ca.so as the authorities here 
evidently regarded President Cleveland's 
finding as final. Thus the matter has 
stood until now Italy has determined to 
abandon diplomacy and leave it with the 
fl.dl3)iral of her squadron to collect the 
amount occupying the custom house 
of Cartagtnn. 

Baron Fava, tho Italian ambassador, 
was seen to-night and said be had no 
direct information as to t!'.{? liiOVCnlCnt 
of the Italian Uoet or its purposes, lie 
declined to discus the case at issue, ex- 
cept to say that it had been finally adjii- 
ditcatcd by the arbitration of President 
Cleveland and tho Italian eovernmeut de- 
ciding a settlement on thp basis of tlie 
President's decision. 



ONTARIO POLITICS. 

New Legislature Called ii» Extraordinary 
Session — Premier Hardy May 
Ketire. 

Toronto, July 13. — The legislature io 
called to meet in special session on Aug- 
Qst 8rd. It is stated semi-offlcially At- 
tomeyrGeneraJ Hardy wants to settle the 
question raised in election protests as to 
the right of polling booth conlbtables to 
vote, and also to provide legislation nec- 
essary under recent fisheries judgment. 

Another report is that the extraordin- 
ary session of the legislature is due to the 
fact that Mr. Hardy is to step out of the 
premiership, receive a federal ofllce, and 
be succeeded by Hon. G. W. Ross, bis 
minister of education.

DENMARK'S NEUTRALITY. 

The. Little Kingdom "Will Not Connive 
ot Advantage for the More Pow- 
erful Combatant. 

St. Thomas, Danish West. Indies, July 
13. — Tho Danish government, it is under 
stood, will refuse to allow tho steamer 
Southward to leave port. It is also 
reported that permission will be refused 
the American warships desirous of using 
the stock of coal on deposit here, and 
coal can only be obtained in limited 
quantities from, the dealers. 

It is contended that the purchase of 
the Southward cargo was made i)re- 
vious to tho declaration of war and that, 
therefore, it is not subject to the neu- 
trality laws. It is probable^ howev(>r. 
that complications oq the subject will 
arise. 



INCENDIARY PROJECTILES. 

Spain Complains That They Were Used 
To Burn Her Ships. 

Madrid, .Inly l.l, 3:30 p.m. — Tho news- 
papers here publish a statement to the 
effect that the .Spanish minister of ma- 
rine has secured proofs that the Ameri- 
cans used incendiary projectiles, thus 
explaining the burning of Spanish ships 
at Cavite and Santiago do Cuba. Some 
of tho papers urge the government "not 
to protest to the powers on tliis iub- 
ject^ but to use the same weapons in 
Bpanlsh ports against American ships." 

BLANCO WANTfS TO FIGHT. 

An Energetic Protest Against Giving 
Up Cuba Until Token by Force 
of Arms. 

London, July 13.— A special despatch 
from Madrid published this afternoon 
says: "Oaptaln-Gonoral Blanco has re- 
plied to the Spanish government reiter- 
ating his representation in regard to 
peace and energetically protesting 
against the idea. Tho <lespatch says 
tho report that tho government has re- 
solved to negotiate with the United 
Stotes has had a deplorable effect es- 
pecially among the troops. He adds 
that a deputation of ollieers chosen by 
the army begged hi'm to convey to the 
government tlieir protest against any 
liroiiositioiis for peace, claiming that 
notliing can justify a cessation of hos- 
tilities at present. 

Continuing, Captain-General Blanco 
says: "'I'lie army has only just come into 
action and thus far caniint, be said to 
have snffere<l a reverse, although oppos- 
ed unnierieally to a far stronger force. 
Tho de[nitation deelaren that so long as 
it is not conclusively proved that the 
troops are incapable of successfully de- 
fending ('uba, Spain cannot tr<'at. for 
peace without dishonoring her army iu 
the eyes gf the world. The Cuban volun- 
teers arc even more violent opponents ot 
peace. • They declare they will not re- 
cognize any agreement concluded under 
the present conditions and that even ii 
deserted by Spain, they will continue 
tho war themselves.

He was 
restrained by his attendaiitJ5 and when 
his frenzy had sub-sided ho was prostrat 
cd and compelled to koop to his bed for 
.several days. When he arose his first 
order was to prohibit any food supplies 
leaving Havana for the inte'-ior towns, 
when; tlie distress is most poignant and 
where many are starving daily. 

The conditions in Havana are con- 
stantly growing worse, tlie greatest dis- 
tress necessarily falling on the Cubans 
hecaiis oiiearly all the food is seized for 
the troops, of which there are about 70,- 
000 in the city, consisting of volunteers, 
luoliilized troops, militia and regulars, 
.lerked beef scdlH for thirty cents a 
pound, bread of poor iiuality "for TiO cents, 
lard S'li meat 75 ceuts. eornmeal '2.V) cents 
and rico 00 conts. Shark food is oven 
eagerly sought and one shark caught in 
liuvaua harbor sold for .$1,350. 

Those of the rcconcentradoes who have 
Bu'lBcicnt Influence with the . dispensing 
autboritlcs sometimes contrive to get 
one wretched meal a day, but . the .others 
Ktarve, and it is no uncommdnT thing to 
Koo persons drop dead in the street. Star- 
yation is rapidly sapping even the Spiu- 
iards' loyalty, and n large number of men 
are handing together awaiting the first 
American attack on Havana as a'sigiial 
uf revolt.

OPEILVnONS ON 'CHANGE, 

Yellow Fever Reports Cause a Sharp 
Drop ill Amerieaa Securities. 

New I'ork, July 13.— A sharp break in 
prices in Wall Street was due to the re- 
ports that yellow fever had broken out 
among the .iiuerican forces about San- 
tiago. There was undoubtedly a good 
deal of liquidation induced by the re- 
ports but there were also the obvious 
marks of a bear, raid, iu the piling up of 
all sorts of ahirinist rumors. Uiie of 
these had it that the cumiiuiiidiiig g 
oral before Santiago had ri?i'Oiiimended 
the practical alauulouiueiit of the cani- 
piiigu and i)eriiii.ssioii to the Spaniards 
to evacuate tbo city. Several tiincii dur 
ing the day tlie hours had miagivings 
about tlie campaign and started to cover, 
but as ottcu renewed the movement 
There was an extensive covering move- 
ment in the fliial dealings, however, 
which Bubstantiatcd rallies 'all through 
the fitoeli list and the speculative bonds 
as well. Net losses of between one and 
two points are nevertheless very liber 
ally sprinkled all through the list. There 
was an extensive iiioveuuiit to realize 
also in souie of llie junior mortgage 
which have been advancing duriag the 
last few days. Tbe reaction in these 
was as sharp as in the stock list but 
there was a large absorption at tho d 
dine and nn easy rally in most eases, 
Tho Atchison iidjustnioiits, which led 
in [loint of activitJY~^vere an exception, 
closing near tlie lowest. 

The Evening Post's I.ondon tinancial 
cable says: "The stock markets remain- 
ed (iniel to-day, and tho gold withdraw 
als exercised a slightly do|)ression on tbe 
closing. 'The [iriccs were iirejudiced by 
reports of yellow fever among the troops 
in Cuba and all were lower except NortJi 
orii I'aeilic and Canadian Pacilic. Bonds 
are being Ireulj' deposited iu connection 
with the reorganization' of the Balti 
more & Ohio. As to u' possible change 
in the discount rate af the Bank of Kng 
laud to-morrow, all thaf can be said Is 
that tho retention of the rat-c will not 
check the gold withdrawals, while a 
reduction ot two per cent, would not 
facilitate them. Owing to tho great 
abuudanco of cull money the bank rate 
is (luite inoperative. Spanish fours 
were very sensibly tinner and Chileans 
showed a large rise. Tbo market in 
Berlin was linn and Paris steady.

As the law only provides 
for five, they will have some litllo dilll 
culty iu putting tliis part of their schcnjo 
hi execution, even if by any ill-luck to 
the province they get in office. But the 
idea shows the quandary they are in 
There are certainly not offices enough to 
go round. 

In the meantime the friends oC the 

govornmcnt and of British Columbia 
need feel no abirni. The i)rovince is not 
yet in llio hands of Mr. .losoph Martin 
and it is not likely to get there, lion. 
J. II. 'I'nrner is premier and will doubt 
les.s bo so for the next four years. 



, THE CITY CEIAKTBR. 

I A gentleman, who has had consideraMi: 
experience in city polities, writes to tin 
Colonist to say that one reason wliy XW- 
tdria is not more satisfactorily govorniHl 
IS that the city council is too much ham- 
pered by the Municipalities act. He say.^ 
that tlie council is so tied up by law that 
no matter how much an alderman may 
feel like doing in the way of civic re 
form, when ho takes his seat at the conn 
cil board he finds liini.'jelf without :iny 
real power. 

The Colonist .suggests to ils reiuicr 
tliat tlie present is an opportune time to 
taico up the above (inestion of city gov 
crament. If the council has not siiili 
cieut power it should bo given more. It 
the provisions of the law in regard to lo 
cal improvements are not wide enongh 
they sliould bo broadened. The Colonist 
is not expressing any opinion in the unit 
ter, because it has not yet given it full 
consideration. The object of this refiM- 
•eace is to stininlale discussion, ^^'e do 
Jiot know anything that would be more 
.acceptable to the general public ut tin 
.present time than a number of short let- 
ters dealing with tlio power of the city 
council and the amondmcnta desirable in 
ithe Municipalities act. 

THE SENATE. 

s'The Hon. G. W. Ross, of On.tario, sag 
igcsfs-'that the Senate should be convert 
cd into a sort of training school for young 
men to fit them for positions in the 
•Commons. This is a reversal of the or- 
dinary idea. Hitherto tlie upper legls- 
lativo chambers have boon regarded as 
the repository of conservative ideas ami 
.not a« places, where politic;il llcdglings 
might try their wings. If we need 
second chamber at all in Canada, a nnit 
,ter upon which there is a great deal of 
.doubt, we need it in order that ther( 
jnay be a check upon b.-isty Mclion in the 
ICommons and not as a sort of pulitieal 
;blndergarten. 

' We are more impressed with the sn 
jjestion, made also by Mr. IIoss, that the 
'Senate, as now con.^;titu'.(Ml, could b 
made much more useful if the initiativ 
;of a certain class of measures was left 
■to it. Questions like that of Insolvency, 
the amendment of tlie criminal law and 
other matters, not coming .strictly within 
tJie understood limits of niiuisterial pol- 
■ icy, including, pcrhtips, applications for 
charters for companies, might with ad- 
•vantage bo taken up in tlie senate in ihi; 
j first instance. We have no idea that 
^.the senate Is a permancut institution. 
;Thc people are not yet ripe for its obli 
'tioh, but' sooner or later it •will have to 
-go. Tlie time is not distant when all 
British legislative bodies will consiht of 
a single chamber.

demamied. Such a line of policy wunid 
be suicidal, for the United States will 
not discuss peace, except after victory. 
The war ought to end now, and as it was 
begun in the interests of humanity, per- 
haps President McKinley may be in- 
liueuced by liunmno instincts to agree to 
luon? favorable conditions liiau lie ij en- 
titled to demand. If it Ije-itiuci^rhat 
Spain lias decided to treat 'directly with 
tlio United States, the deci.sion is a w i.-o 
one, for she can do much better tliat way 
than by the intervention of any nation. 
Nothing that smells even faintly of coer- 
cion wiirbe tdl'eratcd by the people of the 
United States. 



A FEW FACTS I'OU VISITORS. 

The estimated area of British Columbia 
is upwards of -H19,0()0 siiuare miles.. Km 
adiuilted ocean frontage extends tlirongli 
six ilegiees of latitude, and uudor the 
inlerpi-etalion which Canadians con- 
tend shinild be put upon the treaty of 
IS'do betweea Great Britain and Uussia, 
another degree of latitude should bo ad- 
ded. 

Tho .Ms.-ikan boundary qiiestioii, us it 
is usually called, turns upon the con- 
struction oi: the aliove treaty. Not a 
very large area depcMids ujxin tlie adjust- 
ment of the boundary, but some of the 
localities are of a great deal of value. 
This is one of tho open matters between 
Canada and the I'nited States, which 
I'resideiit McKinley hoped to have set- 
tled when he invited Canada to send 
representatives to a conference to be held 
this year. The United States senate has 
refused to pass the niipropriatioii for tho 
expense of the conference, and for the 
present the matter stands in abeyance. 

There is no diSerencc of opinion as to 
tlie location of the boundary in the Vii- 
koii country. The 1-tlst meridian is tlie 
line, and the location of that is sinijily 
a matter of astronomical observation. 
It has been fixed in one or two points to 
the" satisfaction of both countries. Tho 
open (piestion is as to Southeastern Al 
uska, that is tlie strip of land from 
Mount St. Blias south. The line to be 
drawn according to the tretity must be 
not more than thirty miles from the 
ocean, but if there is a .summit nearer 
tlie ocean than thirty miles, the line must 
follow the summit. The contention of 
the United States, which has never yet 
l>tH!ii formulated diplomaticall.v, but is 
only in the nature of a general under- 
standing. Is that tlie expression "oceun" 
iu the treaty menus tho rim of tlie con- 
tinent. 'J'lie Canadian contention is lliat 
it means the outer rim of tho Ala.skan 
Archipelago. If the former contention is 
right, tlio whole archipelago and the 
whole coast of the Mainland north of the 
."tJtli piuiillel belongs lo the United 
States, except whore a line following the 
summit would cut oS the head of some 
of the inlets. If tho latter contention is 
correct, the United States will own sub- 
stantially no part of the Mainland south 
of Mount St. Klias. There is also a dif- 
ference of opinion as to where the liijo 
shoidd 4tavt on tho Maiidnnd, th> ..Smeri- 
can contention being that it slionid br-gin 
at the head of what is marked I'ortl.ind 
Canal on tho maps, and the CaiiaUi.fi 
contention that it should start at the 
point whore tho SOth parallel intorsocts 
the ^^\'2n'\ meriilian. If t!-,r Canadian 
contention is corri>ct a ixu-tion of lie 
archipelago belongs to Canada, and 
Wraiigel, .lunean, Skagway, Dyea are 
in British territory. 

British Columbia contains 'enormous 
deposits of coal, mostly bituminous and 
of high quality, 'i'his coal is found on 
Vaiii'ouver Islaini, on Orali;ini Island of 
Ihe Queen Charlotte group, on tho Uuo 
oC the Canadian Pacific in Crow's Nest 
Pass and at some other points. M'he out- 
put ot' coal from the mines of \'aiieouver 
Island is very great, the princijial market 
being San Francisco. The Crow's Xest 
mines will, be developed as soon as the 
railway is completed. There are maiiy 
large mines wholly niidevoloped. 

'J'liei-e iiie numerous deposit:! rf high 
grade iron ore, especially on the coast, 
also of copper ore, the latter usually car- 
rying gold. 

Cold is found iu placers as well as In 
•luartz. Some of the (luartz mines are 
free milling, but most of the auriferous 
ores are refractory, and hence must be 
smelted. The gold bearing regio'i is 
wididy ilistribuleil. In fact there is no 
considerable section of the province in 
which the yellow niet.-il cannot be found 
in paying (pia iil it ies. S|ieakiiig liniadly, 
the (iiiartz ngiim may l)e said to 1k! in 
the' Soutlieiisterii one-sixth of the prov- 
ince and oa the coast, and the placer re- 
gion in the great bell, extending north- 
west along I lie western side of ihe Iti'ck- 
ies for a distance of a thousand miles. 
The width of the belt is not defined, but 
it is not less than 150 miles and in some 
lilaces will doubtless be found to he uiucli 
wider. I'lacers and auriferou.s ores ni-e 
not coufiued to tho areas above men- 
tioned. 

Sliver and load 'aro 'found chioHy in the 
southeast portion ot the proviiic;i, but 
deposits are known to exist elsewheri". 

iiiC chief forests are on the iiiaiiils 
and along., the ncoast, and. the amount of 
merchant^hle, timber cohtaiiiod in them 
is en orraoU8,'-Thtf chief wood 's \h:^ Doug- 
las lir, a wood 'of the highest (piality. It 
is usually spoken of in commerce as Ore- 
gon pine. There aro valuable foroDtB iu 
tho interior, consisting chiefly of sprueo. 
The lumber .industry is well developed, 
but not nearly to its full e.<i)aeity. 

There is a groat deal of very exei'ilcnt 
funuliig land in British Columbia, but it 
does not occur in very largi; a.ya.i. The 
agricultural sections nvi) widelv di-.'l'.ibiit- 
ed and in many cases are adjacent to 
the mining regions. The piisloiMl arc-i i^ 
eiiornioiis. 

The liBlieries aro of great vniue mid im- 
portaiieo and the salmon canumg imius- 
ti-y is exlonsiVely carried on. The hali- 



but fishery is excellent. - Rock cod and 
other varieties of excellent fish abound. 
The deep sea fishery is yet in its in- 
fancy. 

The whole province is oulj- In the ini- 
tial stages of dovolopmcnt. It offers e.t- 

l)tional opportunities for settlers a'ul 
men of capital. 

The climate necessarily varies. At Vic- 
^torlaj; ibJ&rpi iSjJ pragticiUlxj' ng; ' j\-iu^ef, ,i).s 
it is understood iii iJastern Canada or 
the states of tlio Middle West. Last 
winter, for example, Uie grou'id was ouiy 
whitened with snow for a pari; of one 
day, Or;thc Mainland the chiaate var- 
ies 'according to latitude' and aif '-'de, 
from a tenipcraturo very similar to thai 
of Victoria to almost Arctic rigor. 'J'lie 
summers on the Maiulaud arc. gouer.-.hy 
warm, and the long period of daylight is 
highly favorable to the prodiictioii ot 
vegetation. 

The geographical position of British 
Columbia as respects tho trade of Ka.st- 
ern Asia is exceptionally advantageous, 
not only because tho distance across the 
ocean is less than from more southerly 
points but bceauso the ocean cnL.enls 
act! fBMiralle to ihc northerly route.

rCvNKER SIGNALS. 

This journal has already quoted from 
a dozen or more Liberal and Imlepcndent 
journals in eondenination of tlie Laurier 
gOVBrnuieut for its failure to carry out 
pledges anil fur its reckless increase of 
the ex|)enditure. The Ui(;hnioii(l tiiiar- 
(lian is another honest Grit pajior pub- 
lished in the Eastern Townships ot 
Quebec and it has this to say: 

"1'he government is misttllccn. if it 
thinks that the rank and file in the coun- 
try ajiproves of all this. 

"We know sciu-cs of Inlliieutlal Lib- 
erals who aro disguslld, and who will, 
when the occasion arrives, manifest 
tluur resentment. 

"They have lost eonrideiice in Ijiinrier. 
Cartwright, Paltersiui, .loly and Fisher, 
from whom better things were expi^cted; 
they lire alarmed and do not hesitate 
to predict for the govcrnmoiit the fate 
of Alercier, in. whose steps it is follow- 
ing with remarkable fidelity." 

The Toronto Star, indepondout Lib- 
oral, .is constrained to join the procos- 
sitm. It says: 

"Tho difforonco between, promise and 
porfornuiuco was never more strikingly 
shown than in the manner iu which the 
government is deliberately setting at 
naught its own fair promises. By the 
government's own reckless throwing 
overboard of nearly all its professions, it 
can not escape from tiie coiidemmil ion 
which will !)(> biiuiid lo follow, unless 
the governinent speedily gives some evi- 
dence of a change of heart." 

Still sliar|]er Is the follouiiig from an- 
other indejieiident l.ilieral jmper, piib- 
lislieil al liiilieaygiM)ii in l)nlniiii. which 
speaks of the rereiil session as "a (lis- 
gr.-iee lo lil:eralism" and adds: 

"When the Liberals w<'re in opposition 
they were niieeasing in llieir deniiiici- 
alioiis of the excessive expeudilure of Ihe 
Conservatives, and they solemnly de- 
ehireil that if entrusted with the niaii- 
agement of the national affairs they 
would curtail expenditure, reduce the 
national debt, diminish taxation. How 
have they kept their promises? 

"Six niilllou dollars is the increase in 
the annual expenditure of the Liberal 
government of Mr, Laurier, Ilichard 
Cartwright, Louis Davios and other He- 
formers, over llie Conservative govern- 
ineurs that preceded it. TluL-ie govern- 
ments wiM'e bad, corrupt, extravagant, 
many of ihe menibers were eonvicle;] 
boodlers, and some of them have been 
ill tlieir ri.;;ht i)laces if confined among 
criminals in gaols, hut they ruled Can- 
ada at a less cost than the monstrous 
price charged by Mr. Laurier and his 
associates." 

The (ioderich .Sentinel, stalwart Lib- 
eral, piiblishoil in the constituency repre- 
seiilcfl by Mr. M. C. Cameron, just 
translated to the governorship of tho 
Northwest, is fairly hysterical. Here 
aro a few choice excerpts from that 
onlspoken journal: 

"'I'he crooked politician, like the -paor, 
is always with us. 

"A politician is far gono when his 
mouth won't hold soup. 

"What has become of tho iadcpend- 
once of parliament net?

"Till! law of heredity in politics is 
boweil in the leg, belli in the knee and 
crooked in the li.-iek. 

"If money and position mean success, 
the late I'.enediel .Xniohl was a vi-ry 
sii(-( essfiil man. 

"It a man is to reap as be sows. (lod 
help some of Ihe poliliciaus wlio.se noses 
are in the air at present. 

"What a gathering there will he when 
Beelzebub, tho father of liars, gels up 
a honsewarming to welcome his children, 
tlie scheming politicians. 

"Lying and chicanery will never help 
a politician when ho is dead. Tliai% 
why the schemers devote all Ihoir lime 
and attention to it while iu the llosli." 

The Ottawa .Touriial, which is iiiile- 
pendent and rather favored Ihe l.aur- 
ierites iu the last cleelioiis, ))oiiils out 
that "there are symptoms of "danger 
f(U' the lj;\urier goveriiinenr' in the 
newspaper utterances that coine under 
its noliee from day lo day. .\fter re- 
ferring to the extreme pa rlizaiisliip of 
some of the Ontario newspaper:; in both 
parties, the ,I<iurnal goes on to say thai 
"no guide 'as to Ihe tri'iid of public 
opinion is affordeil by such papers nn 
either siile. It must be looked for iu 
the part of the press which foreslmdow- 
ed the defeat of the Conservatives in 
ISilll. Prior lo the general election ot 
that year, there was i; notable eliilliness, 
to say Ihe least, towards the (.'nnserva- 
tive government on tlio part of the in- 
dependent papers, even those of Con- 
servative leanings. Something of the 
same coolness towards thp Laurier gov- 
ernment is appearing now among tho 
independent papers, oven those of Lib- 
eral leanings. Of late sharp criticisms, 
sometimes repeated criticisms, of the 
governinent porfomances as compared 
with government promises have appear- 
ed in a number of the independent Lib- 
eral p:iiiei's. It is a lieallliy sign for tho 
conmry, but not f()r tho governnieiil." 

'J"he .lourmil, being In that class, is of 
course an ardent admirer of the beau- 
ties of the independent press.

If these calculations, how- 
ever, prove erroneous, Cuba will be an- 
nexed out and out. Porto Bieo will bo 
annexed in any case, and ii strong naval 
base formed there. With the West In- 
dies thiiK practicall.v divided between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
the American government considers that 
a safe mid Rutisfactor.v sitinitiou iu that 
part of the world will have been reached 
. . . . "Which policy will prevail'.' 
Ill exact language, will Ainerieji retain 
the Philippines*.' It is rash, and possilily 
reckless, to answer such a question now, 
but so far as I can see 1 think she will. 
Some ot Ihe grcmuds for this opinion 
may be easily give;;. First, what else 
can Ameri<'a do with them'^ Cede them 
lo England, to .Tapan? Neither would 
take tliem at such a critical moment. 
Put them us to iiuctiou among tho Eu- 
ropean powers ,to secure a cash indem- 
nity from Spain? Inconceivable. Hand 
thorn back to Spain? Public opinion 
would never tolerate It. Retain a coal 
lug station and cede the rest piecemeal 
among tho powers? Such a course has 
been hinted at, but it would ho a fatal 
cour.so, tho worst mistake possible, a 
policy fraught with every kind of peril. 
.\llow the insurgents, under '(ieneral' 
Aguinaldo, to set up a ri'publicim gov- 
eriiiuent under American prnlectiou? 
The idea is langluible to anylinily who 
knows the I'liiliiipine native, and has 
seen fiu' himself how e;ist is oast and 
west is west. There seems for .Viiierica 
no safe and sensible <-oiirse ex<-epl the 
old ,-ind simple (uie of keeping -what she 
has taken."— Chieagb News.

(•iiiiips of the province, finally settling at 
Albenii, wliere ho went into business, 
sfill, however, devoting much time to 
prosiiectiug. It was in 1878 that he first 
went to Alberni, nud although he then 
told Of'the'richness of that district it was 
not iintir recent years that he had the 
pleasure ot seeing otliers taking an in 
forest iu it. At the time of his deatii 
Mr. Saunders was a large sharidiolder 
in the Alberni Consolidated Mining Coni-

lea'ves a widow, but ho famijy.

GLENORA-TESLIX ROAD. 

Largo Force of Men at Work on the 
Provincial Government's Wagon 
Bond. 

Mr. Frank Xorko of tho CaiLidiaii Ue- 
velopnient Company, who rocoutly re- 
turned from Tesliu Lake, is more linuly 
of opinion than ever that tho Stikiue 
route is Iho most favorable one by 
which to reach tho Yukon. Tho Domin- 
ion government oUicials, who urc' in 
charge of the troops bound to Daw.soii, 
ho holds entirely responsible for the iii- 
convenionee that has been caused the 
men going in by that route, and also for 
tho shortage of provisions at U'cslin 
Lake, thoy having engaged all the pacdc 
trains to transport tlieir goods across 
from the Stikiiio to tho lake. The Cuu- 
adiaii Development Company, for ia- 
htauce, arranged for the Durant pack 
train to take their supplies over at 30 
cents a . pound, and the military author- 
ities secured the train by paying 40 cents. 
This caused a delay in tho sailing of tho 
company's steamer, the Anglian, which 
was completed and ready for service on 
Juno 28, but wliich will now linvi.' to 
wait until Mr. Yorko's return to Tesiiii, 
where lie goes as soon as he can get iKiek 
from a flying visit to New York, for 
which city he leaves tills morning. Mr. 
Louis Coste, chief engineer of the Do- 
minion public works deiiartment, and 
Jslr. Jlaitland-Kersey, will go to Dawson 
on the Ailglian. 

Mr; Yorko says ho can make the trip 
from Victoria to Dawson by the way uf 
the Stikine and Teslin liUke iu eliiveu 
days. The trail even at present is in 
good condition pud Messrs. iMaekenzie 
& Mann, under their contract with the 
provincial goveniiiient, have n large force 
of men widening it to make a w.ugcn 
road. He suggested that some of the 
men be sent ahead to corduroj- the soft 
spots on the tmll, which would be part 
of the contract for the wagon road, and 
no doubt this will be done. 
' On the way out Mr. Yorke met "lOO out- 
fits botwoon Glonora and the Talilt.-m 
aud he says all were gelting along with- 
out any difllculty. The Stikine ruufj, he 
holds, is tho poor man's route to tlio 
Klondike. With a couple of horse.s nud 
by whipsawing his lumber at the lake, a 
man can reach Dawson without speml- 
ing a cent after leaving tho steamer at 
GlenoTn.

rke .Three^Klndi That Are •Worn In Enc- 
land BDd 'Wlibt They Mean. 
There is no subject under tho sun con- 
oornlns 'which bo ninny mistakes ore nindo. 
Accordlnp: to ar.i nnclont joke, one lady 
asked another, "Why is yuur father using 
i cookndof" "Oh, pa's just joined tho 
snny and navy storosl" And inuny peo- 
ple Bcom to think that a cookodo menns 
nothing at all beyond tho fact of n certain 
amount o£ Booinl eminence. Thoro Is no 
real law upon tho matter, whloh is simply 
governed by long establlshod custom and 
usugo. 

According thereto, there are tbreo kinds 
of Knglisb cocknd.* in use nt tho moment 
—tho roynl, the military and the naval. 
Thoro is no such thing, as n "olyll sorvloo 
cockade." Tho royal oookado oan bo easily 
rocognizod. It Is quite circular. It Is In 
shnpo much like a double dafallu, and is 
worn BO thnt half of it is soon above tho 
top of tho hat. It is nlso larger than other 
cookndcs and projects outward very much 
more. Tho military cockade is tho one 
most usually seen. It consists of n small 
circular projection, from the top of whlcli 
Issues a fun shaped ornament. It Is worn 
BO that tho fan shaped ornament projects 
above tiio top of tho hnt. The third shape 
— tho mival cockndc — has no fan, and is 
oval in shape. It is worn nt tho side, so 
that no purt of It projects above the top ot 
tlio hat. Tho niilitury cocUado is worn by 
tho servants of those holding military com- 
missions — viz. ollicers in the nrniy, mlU- 
tln nnd voliJnteera nnd by lord lieuten- 
ants, coniiuissionors of lieutenancy, deputy 
lieutenants nnd high sheriffs. The navul 
cockndo Is worn by tho servants of naval 
ollicers. 

Clvlllnns and ladles hoTe no rifbt at all 
to any cockndo unless coming •within the 
above descriptions, Tho black oockado of 
Hunovor came Into use In this country 
with tho Habovorians, though in tho dnys 
whon hats woro worn that required fasten- 
ing up at tho eida, tho cockndo was worn 
by tho oflloers thomKelvcs. The .Tacobitos, 
In their Intenso objection to everything 
Hanoverian, started tho whlto cockude, 
which was worn by the officers who took 
part In tlio. Tucoblte risings, but tho"whito 
cockndo" never had an analogous UBngo to 
tho black cockndo of Ilnnovor. It 1b possi- 
ble it may in tho future, for wo hoar of 
one >;ai!t!en!nn belonging to tho Order of 
tho Wlilto KoRo who is Industriously sav- 
ing up to start an equipage iu order that 
in literal truth ho may. "nicunt tho white 
cockade." — Genealogical Magazine.

IKOXCLAD IN ACTION. 

British Description of tlie y\'ny It Fights 
—Silence and Discipline on Mod- 
ern Mau-ot-VVur. 

Now thnt a new naval war Is imminent 
the nature of the discipline on board nn 
ironclad in action will be of hitercst to 
the general reader. Tbe distribution of 
the crew for notion is bused on tlie prin- 
ciple of dividing tho iiruianient into 
"quarters," and to number or name the 
guns so' us to give tlioin an individuality 
without roCorenco to their siise. When 
iictioii is imuiineut, ovory one on boani 
repairs to tlio alloted station, below, 
deck, or aloft. Tho gunner obtiiins tho 
keys of tlio magazines, gives tliein to tlio 
men in ohargo, sees that tlio ligliLs aro 
lit, and everything iu workiiij,- order. As 
.soon as the guns are olearod away aud 
loaded, report to that offoct i.s nuiiJ*.' to 
tJie captain. 

When this has been done tlio gun orow; 
are provided with small arms, uiion 
which thoy close up round the guns, and 
iiwait further ordor.s, A supply ot life'ht, 
quick-liriug machine-gun, rille,' und i>'\»- 
tul ammunition ia then passed up, ready 
for distribution on deck, and a proportion 
of it is sent aloft. This ammunition U 
served out first to tbe small-arm parly 
ami to boarders, arid to the remainder of 
till' crc-Vi- as soon as their guiis are clear- 
ed away and arms provided. In each 
tube a toniedo is placed, ready for dis- 
charfc'o. Helmsmen are provided, ready 
to take charge of tho hand-steoring ap- 
paratus ill tlio event of the steam steering 
gear being carried away. Orderlies, bug- 
lers and men stationod at voice tubes 
are ordered to repair l.o their station.s, 
but the UHo of tlio bugle in action in ro 
tricted as far as possible, as -long and 
coiiiplicatod calls aro liable to. be misun- 
derstood. 

The dress for men in action is as uiiin- 
llamuialtlo as possible, the blue \v<)rUin„' 
rig being eousiderod tlio best. There is 
no reason wliy action dross sliould nut 
1)0 in future saturated with tho noniii- 
I'aniinablo material similar to that; now 
employed ir. all American ships of war. 

It is a curious point that in action 
boots and shoes are ordered to be won; 
by all men ou dock and in tlie tops. That 
portion of the crew engaged in the maga- 
xiiios are provided with slippers. There 
was a groat tendency in Nelson's time 
for the men to strip during action. This 
practice is now discounigtKl. Waist bolts 
and pouches are worn, and men who have 
pistols are obliged to wear tlioiii. 

A fire brigndo, consisting of carpen 
tcis and stokers, screw on hosos and rig 
all handpuinps ready for fire. A man is 
stationed at oucli water-tight door, which 
is kept open, ready to close it when tlio 
order is given. As the spread of lire 
may at any time nioiiaco the safety ot 
the niagazino, the key of flio valve suiinit- 
liiig water- to tho magazine level is either 
kept in the personal charge of the cap- 
tain or at his discretion by the olllcer 
in charge of tho gun deck. 

A supply of oatmeal and water for 
drinkin),' is arrniigcd aJI over tho sliip, 
csiiecially in tho vicinity of the niaga 
zines, mnchinory compartments, stoke 
iioles and shollrooms. No intqxioatint 
li<luor is served on the day of action on 
board any woll-iegulatod ironclad. This 
is a great departure from tho practice 
of double rations of grog tliat was in 
vogue 100 years ago. 

Kttcli division ot boarders rondy to leup 
on to the enemy's ship and tiiko it by lis 
Huult whon its armament has been si 
lenco has a special place of its own on 
tho upper dock, wither Uio men repair 
when called. Every ollicer has a special 
station, whore he is to bo found, unless 
fipecially eniployod elsewhore. 

Danger ot firing during action since 
tho battle of tho Yalu has occupied tho 
close attention of the admiralties of all 
countries. All lires breaking out below 
tlio gun dock are in charge of tbe fire 
lirigado, thus leaving tbo gun crews free 
for their important duties. When, hG\M- 
ever, the lire i.s likely to make head, 
notwithstandiug the efforts of the lire 
brigade, ono or more gun crews aro call- 
ed olT, as necessity may arise, for tho 
purpose of attending to tho hose. As a 
lire may occur in tho noigbborhood of a 
magazino or shell room, and the supply 
ot aniniunition to the guns oH deck dur- 
ing action bo intorruptod from this cause 
a special drill for obviating this difficulty 
is arranged, so as to prevent the slacken- 
ing of lire, by the provision of shell and 
other ammunition from other magazines. 
If the lire is on the gun dock tho gun 
crews aro not told off to deal with it, 
except in emergency, as the niaintenanoo 
of rapid and steady fire in action is tho 
paramount object of every coniniiinder. 
In case tho lire becomes so serious as to 
make it necessary to go to general firo 
stations, the guns are lirod or their ani- 
niunition is thrown over board. The 
small aniniunition on dock is either 
thrown overboard or placed in a couven 
lent position for that purpose. 

Other details of action drill include the 
resistance of toriiedo boat .attack, which 
tho Americans are now hard at work 
practicing in their rariouii squndvons. 
It an attack be oxpecte<l by night in dry 
weather, tho decks, guncarriagos, etc., 
are whitewashed — a device which, in the 
absence of artificial light, Is of great as- 
sistance to tlie crew of a ship attackwl 
by torpedo boats. .The nae.of small anns 
is discouraged, as experience sbows that 
no weapon using lead bullets is of much 
uso in repelling torpedo boats. 

The puns in the fighting tops, as tlioy 
enjoy tho advantage of plunging firo 
through the unprotected decks of the tor 
pedd •boats, are found to bo nf the best 
primary moans of defence. Tho Inrgor 
guns can only bo used against torpedo 
boats for ono or two rouiidR. Thoy nre 
reserved whon liitting is practically 
sured, and thoii only as a last rccours. 
Tlio introduction of smokeless powder 
tor the auxiliary arnianiont is largely 
to prove an inimenso advantage to tho 
American navy, as with ordinary vigi 
lanco the sucooss aiiproaoh of a torpedo 



boat is iiractically impossible. In tlio 
event of a nig!;t attauK, nnd in fact', in 
action aU<)go!l:or, ilio uso of the bugle 
is roHtriclod as much as possible. None- 
but important orders are now conveyed, 
by it. 

The coiso of action under any circum- 
stances is. bewildering, the torment oC ■ 
the enr-splittliig sound of the thrco-- 
pounders in the tops being .considercdl ■ 
nioro trying than heavy guns in tho tur— .• 
ret, Each guns, in the evcnt^of .torpedO! 
attack, is given a definite arc of the hori- 
zon to defend, and the gun crews ' are- 
forbidden from directing tlioir aim at: 
ftny obpcct outside the limits of those 
ares. All the men at disengagetl gunB 
iiio, as a rule, ordered to lio down to : 
lake cover as much as possible, but 
thoy are not, us a rule, sent below during 
an nction. as.the serrioe of theiguns niay v 
bo required to be resumed at any mb-^ 
niont. 

Tlio firo discipline proscribed in the 
navies of the groat powers ia practically 
flio same, though long experience ban 
taught British naval autliorities cortniu 
ilolails of secrets of the greatest value, 
which, being confidential, cannot be dis- 
closed in a. newspaper article.— Londott -

American Soldiers Tever gtrickeu 
and Poor. Cubans Dying 
From Faniiuo. 



"Wasliington, July 13— The war depart- 
luoiit Ihis aCleniuoii luiulo iiublic the fol- 
lowing sttitemoiit ciiiiconiiiig the stiitL' 
oC tilings ill the hospitals uoai- Santi- 
ago: "On tlie lltli o£ July a telegram 
was received from I«t.-Ool. Pope, cliief 
Burgeon of .Shatter's army, iuforuiint' 
Su^eon-Oenorar tliat there were I'our- 
teen cases 6t yellow fever in the liolil 
hospitals which hiul been estiiblitihod lor 
the care of such cases. Since that time 
iuformatiou has been received that ii 
number of additional cases hiive occur- 
red. Kvery ell'urt will be niiidc lo iirrcst 
the proKre.ss of the disease by the cst;U)- 
lishment of isolation hospitals in which 
the sick will be treated by innnuue sur- 
geons and careil for by immune nurses," 

"Wiishington, July lo.— The wi.r de- 
partment received despnlclics to-day from 
Generals Miles and Sluifter. At the 
same time the navy deiKirtuient received 
despatches from the licet, oD! Santiago. 
The contents of the several despatches 
hud not been made public up to noou. 
They had the effect, however, of iiroua- 
ing ollicials, both military and naval, lu 
unusual activity, and coupled with this 
was an undercurrent of apparent anx- 
iety throughout olllcial (laarters. The 
advices speedily led to a war council at 
the White House, at which Secretaries 
Long .and 'Alger, Admiral Sieard, Cup- 
tain Mahah and Captain Growuiushield 
were present. Adjutant-General Corbia 
was also at the "White House. Before 
Secretary Alger weut to the While 
House he had a conference with Surgcoa- 
Geueral Sternberg, who also receivetl de- 
spatches from the surgical corps near 
Santiago. Although no word of any de- 
spatches were given out, those in a posi- 
tion to spealc intelligeatly of them say 
that any anxiety which might exist was 
not duo to a material change in the situa- 
tion, but rather to the severe conditions 
surrounding our soldiers as the result of 
the rainy season and the tcrritic storms 
of the past few days. To what extent 
our troops are affected the authorities 
would not disclose, as they desire to 
avoid unnecessary apprehension. Al- 
though the despatches were thus guard 
. cd it was stated definitely that no fight 
ing was in progress BP to the time of 
the last report. It was also stated that 
the fears that the enemy might secretly 
draw off'some of their forces to tlic 
m'ouhtains noi;th of Santiago, have not 
been realized. The city is still surrouiul- 
ed,- and . there appears to be no appro 
hension on the part of the ollicors in 
commaiid that the oncniy will get away. 
Much anxiety has been created at the 
war department by a iiress reoprt to the 
effect that Brigadier-General DutUeld is 
sick in the hospital. General Dullicld 
is a fellow-townsman o£ Secretary Alger 
and one of his closest friends. The de 
spatchos from Generals Miles and Smifl- 
er made no reference whatever to Gen- 
eral Duflield being in the hospital, so tlio 
press report is unaccountable. While 
the war council was in progress all the 
usual centres of information of the war 
and navy departments wore closed 
against inquiries. A number of public 
men called and the officials conveyed the 
general impression that the military sit- 
uation stands substantially unchanged, 
with no fighting and no surrender, but 
that the chief attention for tlie moment 
is being directed to the health and hy 
genie conditions of the American troops 
Medical officers of the army decline to 
malie any statement respecting the health 
of the troops at Santiago, especially in 
response as to whether fever prevails to 
any great extent among them. The sur- 
geon-general received several despatches 
from the chief surgeon in charge of the 
medical department of Shutter's army, 
but if they relate to fever he will not say 
so. It is known, however, that the sur- 
geon-goneral was engaging the services 
of surgeons nnd nurses to work in the 
hospitals before the expedition to San- 
tiago was made up and sailed from lam- 
pa. General Sternberg thinks it unwise 
to discuss the Question relating to the 
health of the troops, as this may only 
give rise to concern in many oasos un- 
warranted by the friends of the troops at 
home. ■■ 

Surgeon-General Van Reypcn, of the 
navy, distinctly stated during the day 
that no reports had come as to any cases 
of fever among the naval forces at or 
near Santiago. The marine garrison at 
Gniintanamo is about the only land force 
coining immediately under Van Ileypon's 
supervision, and as this force's reports 
are entirely satisfactory -up to date, con- 
fidence is ejtpressed by the medical oflV 
cers of the army and navy at Washing- 
ton in the ability of the surgeons to staini 
out the disease. 

PESTILICNGE AND FAMINE. 

Off Juragna, .Inly 11, via Kingston, 
Jamaica, .luly Hi, p.m. — The miser 

able little town of .Ta(juicito (Siboiicy) 
lies in ashes to-nighl. It was burned 
under the order of the army health au- 
thorities. Almost every building, fifty 
of -vvhieh stragghMl along an irregular 
bluff, were set on fire (iurjng the day 
and the Cuban ijihiibitaiits ll(>d to the 
caves in the overhanging hillside tor 
shelter. 1'he action was taken at the 
Urgent request of Major Legardo, of the 
hospital corps^ and served the point pur- 
pose of ''ridding the hospital camp of un- 
healthful and dirty buildings, and driv- 
ing away scores of Cubans wliose pres- 
ence was a serious inconvenience to the 
liospital workers. The burning of the 
houses also oxtendetl' along the trail 
fi;ont, and inimeroiis blockhouses wore 
^estrpyCfd together with dwellings. The 
action was decided upon last night and 
■early this morning the long- woodhn build- 
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lugs at the extreme east end of the 
street, one of which served as division 
headquarters during the early days of 
the lauding, nnd later as a postoUlce, 
were set on fire. This building was one 
of the most imposing in the city, with 
its long, broad verandahs and well 
built stoop, and as the- tlames burst 
from the windows and over the root the 
Cuban dwellers in the other houses be- 
gan a rush. for safety. They were assist- 
ed by a detachment of soldiers to re- 
move their effects. The old wooden 
structures would ordinarily have burned 
like tinder, but the heavy rains made 
the dailies slow in spreading. The 
dwelling house lires filled the camp with 
black smoke, which was visible for 
miles. 

Despite the protests of the ragged Cu- 
bans the work proceeded steadily all 
day. 'J"he building in which the field 
telegraphs uiul telephones are located 
shared the common fate. The work 
was not completed until after dark, when 
the torch was applied to the last build- 
ing in the town. The debris will be 
cleared away as rapidly as possible, and 
many more liosiiital tenls will be pitch 
ed on the new sites. Scarcely u wound 
ed man remains in the hospital head 
quarters here, all the sufferers having 
been either sent north or are on boaril 
the hospital ship Itelicf, which lies off 
shore. It is most fortunate that llic 
transfer was made before the rains set 
in, as it is dillicult to provide proper 
shelter from storms. A number of men 
sick of fever, measles and other ailments 
are still here. Malarial fever continues 
to give physicians trouble, but so far 
only oiu! death has resulted. 

The men in General Ijawton's ilivision 
yesterday cut a largi' water main, which 
is believed to have been the source of 
the water supply for the city of Santia- 
go. The main entered the city from the 
iiortliwest and was the largest yet found. 
A few deserters who came out from San- 
tiago to-day reported that the city's 
water supply is scant and of very bad 
quality. The reports of wholesale deser- 
tions from the Spansh forces are un- 
true. General Shatter telegraphed to 
Washington to-day regarding the ex- 
treme privations suffered by 18,000 San- 
tiago refugees now in El Caney, and he 
received a reply directing him not to 
assume the responsibility of their main- 
tenance, but to give them such food as 
he could spare from the soldiers' stores. 
Already IJ'-'.oOO rations have been sent 
to them, but these are exhausted as 
well as the provisions sent by Miss Clara 
Barton on liehalf of the Ked Cross So- 
ciety. 

MUST FIGHT SOME MOUE. 

pir Juragua, Cuba, July 12, 8 p.m., 
via Kingston, Jamaica, July 13.— All 
negotiations for the peaceful surrender 
of Santiago de Cuba ended iu utter fail- 
ure to-day, and the city- must fall by 
the sword. General Torrall, the Spanish 
coiuniander, finally and decidedly refus- 
ed General Shatter's proposal for un- 
conditional surrender and the .•Vinericaii 
army now only awaits the word to be- 
gin the final struggle. .Just when the 
attack is to made depends upon the time 
which will ensue before General Ran- 
dolph can land his batteries at the front, 
as it is definitely settled that no forward 
inoveineiit will be b(>giin until the army 
is backed by big guns, the absence of 
which cost so many lives during i)revious 
engagements. General Kandolph's niove- 
inent began early this morning, but to- 
night out of ten batteries only one of 
the four guns had succeeded in making 
its way over the almost impassable trail 
and trenches to the front. This witli 
four batteries already there is not con- 
sidered by the AiiU'ricaii coniinander 
sullicient, and probably hours more 
will elapse before a general engagement 
begins. General Shatter's second- and 
last proposal to surrender was sent Into 
Santiago at noon yesterday. It went in 
the form of a terse note, in which the 
general pointed out the hopelessness of 
the Spanish position surrounded by the 
American troops and cut olT from rein- 
forcements and witlunit means to com- 
bat our lloet, which can hurl shells by 
the hundred into the heart of the city. 
Unconditional surrender, it was declared, 
were the only terms to be considered, 
and only the prompt acceptance of these 
terms could save the Spanish forces and 
innocent citizens from an awful slaugh- 
ter. The firing, which has been going 
on since Sunday afternoon was ordered 
stopped when the Hag of truce started 
from the Spanish lines, and it has not 
been resumed since. No attention was 
paid General Shatter's communication 
until shortly after 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when a reply came under a Hag of 
truce. General Torral was brief, sayiii); 
ill effect that if the Amorieatvs wanted 
Santiago they could come and get it. 
lie declared unconditional surrender to 
he entirely beyond reason and possibility 
and expressed himselr ready to meet an 
attack at any time the invading army 
sav/ fit to make one. General ,ShafteV 
accepted the reply, and although no lir 
ing was ordered, immediately began pre- 
parations for the coming struggle. Gen- 
eral Bandolph vrith ten light batteries 
was ordered to rush to tlie. front at 
Juragua, and a change of lines was 
made. Gen. Lawton'a entire division 
was moved northward a mile and a half, 
his extreme right being placed <>n (he 
border of the harbor. This movement 
places the .-Vmericaii forces in a senii- 
( ircle, entirely surrounding Santiiigo and 
cutting off the retreat of the Spnnianls 
except by water, as our flanks rest on 
the water's edge, l.ate arrivals of V()F 
unteers were moved up from .Turag\ia, 
and the First Illinois regiment, Stli Ohio, 
and a regiment from (he District of Co- 
lumbia were located in t)u) trenches va- 
cated by Lawton's nu'ii. A battery was 
swung around, closely coiine<;ting with 
Lawton's fiu'ces, which now occupy a 
position from which they can lire di- 
rectly into the heart of the city. This 
is a most important move, as it enables 
the Ameri(!an forces to shell the city 
^y•itllout injuring the hospitals and pub- 
lic buildings, which are (lying red Hags, 
their proseiit position being su<-h that 
shells can bo thrown over all the build- 
ings thus protected from assault. The 
little town of Cainienes was ovaeuated 
by the Spanish troops yesterday and is 
now occuiiied by (he Cuban troops with 
United States regulars. 

U.VKGAIXTNCt FOIl I'EACE. 
London, .luly i:!.— The Star claims (o 
bo in a petition to state authoritatively 
that an active exchange of views oc- 
curred on Monday and Tuesday between 
diplomats who are endeavoring to arrive 
at a peace understanding between the 
Unitocl States nnd Spain. It under- 
stands that the Spaiiisli government is 
ready to agree to evacuate Cuba if her 
soldiers are allowe<l to depart in a man- 
ner acceptable to the army, which has 
not been defeated, and if (he United 
States is ready to assume the Cuban 
debt. The greatest dillleyjty i.4 with the 
question of the war indemnity, but the 
Holation„o£ this may perhaps be found in 
a proposal-froinr American and Bnglish 
bankers to repay the United States its 
war expenses in twenty -annuities, taking 
in return the tobacco,?- monopoly and 
railroad concessions . in Cuba anfft the 
Philippines. It is rumored that if Spain 
surrenders Santiago do Cuba -vvithout 
further bloodshed President McKinley, 
la order to facilitate peace will aban(l(!n 
the attack oa Porto llico. If (he r.ci.d- 
ing negotiations succeed the Queen He- 
gent will appoint Moret to the cabinet 
nnd sign arti<'les of pence. Tlie .Star 
adds that at -(he last moment it learns

Sam- 
ara, Y(!yfe, iNIindora and Paraguay, pro- 
vided tJeniiany will guarantee to Simin 
the possession of Mindanao and the Caro- 
lines, in which case Spitin will abandon 
Luzon to the United States. 
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AN EXTItAOUlNAUY GLOBE. 

Iteproduction of the Word, Fifteen Foot 
in Circumference. 

(ClUcago Chronicle.) 

There has just been completed at l.,in- 
coln, 111., the largest scientifically made 
globe for the study of geography ever 
constructed in this conntry, and proba- 
bly the largest ever made in the world. 
Larger balls have been made but only 
for show puriio;;cs, nnd they have been 
wanting in scientific value, while this 
one is accurate in its sinallest details. 

The Lincoln globe was made by Geo. 
Christian Sclirieher, an expert watch- 
maker of this city, and is lifleen feet in 
circumference at the equator, and the 
diameter is abotit S9 inches. 

Mr. Schreiber spent 8,500 hours in 
hard work and diligent study in compil- 
ing and constructing the globe, and so 
far as can be learned it is correct in 
every particular. The whole Is original 
except the geograiihical information, and 
this is credited to the various authors. 
The ex|)eiise for maiis and atlases alone 
was .fSOO and the globf contains more 
than double the amount of information 
ami detail shown in any map of the world 
of equal scale. Asia and Africa are es- 
pecially ahead of any siiecial map, in ex- 
istence. 

The foundation for the globe is an iron 
frame spun with telegraph wire which 
was covered half an im h thick with cot- 
ton batting soaked in glae. Above thi.s a 
paste consisting of sifted sawdust and 
varnish was added to the depth of anoth- 
er half inch and all was painted over 
many times. 

'J'he |)orti<jns representing the land 
were then built up in relief from blot- 
ting pai)er, which was also iiainted over 
many times and then rubbed down 
smooth, to receive the drawings. 

This process has produced a shell as 
hard as wood and one in which all dan- 
ger of cracking or chipping is removed, 
and the whole is varnished and can be 
washed without injury- There is not a 
pen stroke upon this globe, but every let- 
ter has been engraved, upon it and tilled 
in with black oil paint, and any new dis- 
coveries can be filled in at any time, llie 
land is painted in a light tim and tlie wa- 
ter a light blue, and every part, no mat- 
ter how small, is clear and distinct, and 
though many of the names are so small 
that they cannot be read with the nak- 
ed eve, yet under the magnifying glass 
they" show up shar|) and clear. As an 
example of this, o,000 names appear ir 
Australia, ;5,.")00 names in the Indies 
7,"0 iu the province of Manchuria and 
7.')0 in German East Africa. 

Every railroad and canal of any im 
portance is shown, and all the principal 
steam ami sailing shil) routes, together 
with the distances between the principjil 
seaports. These distances are given 11 
English statute miles instead of geogia 
phical miles, and hence are more easily 
understood lhaii those given on the oruin 
arv globe or map. For convenience 11 
finding distance east or west, a table of 
length of each degree of longitude and 
for each degree of latitude is given. 

lliver courses and mountain ranges 
.lie indicated so far as space' will per- 
mit, and the altitudes of the principal 
peaks are Indicated. 

Ocean cables and ocean currents, both 
warm and cold, are shown, and the isl 
ands in the oceans are given in a more 
comprehensive way than in any one map. 

Mr. Schrieber began work on his globe 
on Januarv 5, 180,5, and completed the 
task on March 21, 1898, although the 
work preparing it tor exhibition was not 
completed until (his week. He will exhi- 
bit it in this country for two years, and 
possibly in the Illinois building at the 
Omaha exhibition, and then will take it 
to the Paris Exposition. His hope is 
tiiat he will eventually place it in the 
hands of some institiition of learning. 

As a result of his study upon thi 
matter, Mr. Schrieber is convinced that 
the [Hirtiou of the globe upon whicli we 
live is the under instead of the upper 
portion. The proportions of land and 
water and their relative positions cause 
him to be sun; that what we call tlie 
North Pole is in reality the South Pole, 
and vice versa.
